The Act of 1860, in relation to th» elec- 
tion of county officers, provides that an 
Assessor shall be cLoseu by the electors 
of the respective counties at the general 
election in th« year ltlG6 and at the 
genetal election etery two years there- 
after. But the Act of 1S83 provides 
that thtre shall bn elected at tbe gen- 
eral election in 1836 and every four 
years thereafter in each organized county 
of this State one County Assessor. Tbe 
decision of the Supreme Court of Ibis 
State on what is kuown as the "Wallace 
bill" rendered at tbe July term of 1884, 
declares that Section 2 of the Act of 
1883, in-so-far as tt extends tbe terms 
of the then incumbent Aisessora was 
unconstitutional and void, and, in con- 
cluding, says: 
an election in 


•Section 1 provides for 
1886, and every four
